The planes which the

abroad are the B-17-B type, which 
cost $250,000 each and have four 
powerful motors enabling them to 
cruise for 3,000 miles a t 300 miles 
an hour and to climb as high as 
25.000 feet. ^ 
Britain, it is understood, wants 
the plane* to help carry her bomb­ 
ing raids deep into German terri­ 
tory. 
May Be Provided 
Although the number of planes 
which will be released was not dis­ 
closed, congressional quarters have 
asked th at 30 of the giant bombers 
be turned over to England.

24 hours providing for establish­ 
ment by October IO of lo’cal boards 
to administer the new draft law in 
every state, county, city and town 
in the United States. 
Mr. Roosevelt also planned to 
place in effect a sweeping series 
of regulations to aid the 6,500 lo­ 
cal boards In interpretation of the 
Compulsory 
M ilitary 
Training 
Act, which calls for registration 
of 16,500,000 men between the ages 
of 21 and 35, inclusive, on October 
16. 
Officially, the executive order 
will give the joint arm y and navy 
selective service committee, which 
has 
been in 
existence for 
four 
years, legal status to administer 
the vast draft machinery. 
Mr. Roosevelt also prepared to 
make known shortly his selection 
for the post of director of the 
draft board. Lt. Col. Lewis B. Her­ 
shey, executive officer of the army 
and navy committee, seemed the 
likeliest candidate for the $10,000- 
a-year position. 
Locals Come Next 
Once these steps are completed, 
the draft board will clear the ap­ 
pointment of the local draft boards. 
Mr. Roosevelt will make the ap­ 
pointments on the recommenda­ 
tions of governors of the states. 
Tile local boards will be set up as i 
soon as possible, within the next I 
week or IO days. All will be estab- j 
lished well in advance of registra- ! 
Hon on October 16, if plans go on I 
schedule. 
This is necesary because it will 
be the duty of local boards to shuf­ 
fle and number the cards of re­ 
gistrants. It also will be the duty 
of the boards to forward a m aster 
list of num bers and names of con­ 
scripts 
to 
W ashington 
through 
state 
headquarters. Each

will handle 3,500 conscripts. 
A fter the m aster lists are

Washington, a national lottery will 
be held to see which conscripts 
are to serve first.

W ATER SYSTEM BLASTED 
W 
ASHINGTON— Most tragic 
develop­ 
ment in London, according to intelli­ 
gence cables, is damage to the sewers and 
water supply. 
In a city as densely populated as Lon­ 
don this can be more devastating than the 
bombs themselves. 
There are already re­ 
ports of some typhoid, though how much 
is not known. 
Also the production of airplanes seems 
to have been pretty well disrupted. 
This 
is serious, because Hitler probably is not 
going to start the actual transportation of 
troops to England until the Royal Air 
Force is put out of commission. 
It is im­ 
portant to remember that Hitler had com­ 
plete mastery of the air when he conquer­ 
ed France. 
, 
NOTE— The President recently receiv­ 
ed a cable from Ambassador Joe Kennedy, 
containing these cryptic words: 
“ We’re 
catching hell over here. 
Joe.” 


“W AR ONLY” 
I 
N times like these nations must be realis-i 
tic. 
Their statesmen and 
private 
citizens must see things as they are, and 
act accordingly. 
The New York Times, which is cer­ 
tainly not a sensational newspaper, has 
said editorially: “The German tide in the 
air over Britain is not the result of racial 
superiority, or of rare intelligence, or of 
truth embedded in an obscene ‘new order.’ 
It is the result of specialization in the in­ 
dustry called war. 
Where other nations 
chose to give a large part oGtheir creative 
effort to produce the amenities of civilized 
life, Germany gave all of hers to war. 
Under Hitler she has produced war— war! 
and war only. 
All that was gracious, all 
that was free, all that was clean and 
honorable in the life of Hie German people, ' 
has been swept away to make way for the 
war machine. 
“This is not only Britain’s hour of peril. 
It is our own. 
It is civilization’s. 
It is 
humanity’s. 
Put aside for the moment the 
quibble as to whether we could be invad­ 
ed, attacked at sea, flanked by Nazi pup­ 
pets in South America, choked economi­ 
cally. 
W hat does it matter from what di­ 
rection, in what manner, the blow would 
come, the power be exercised? 
It would 
come. There can be no lasting peace with 
this maniacal tide, this loathsome plague. 
“Recent events shout to us to give Bri­ 
tain, while there is yet time, the aid that 
both of our national political parties have 
pledged themselves to give. That aid does 
not mean war. 
It involves less danger of 
war than would a refusal which precipi-, 
fated a British surrender.” 
This statement is recommended par­ 
ticularly to a small minority group in Con­ 
gress which has been, in effect if not in 
purpose, playing politics with a world on' 
fire, and trying to make the safest proce­ 
dure seem the most perilous. 


SMOKELESS POWDER SHORTAGE 
Destruction of the Kenvil, New Jersey, 
powder plant was a far more serious blow 
to national defense than anyone in high 
official circles wanted to admit. 
It now leaves the United States with 
only two smokeless powder plants in the 
entire country— the duPont plant at Car­ 
ney’s Point, N. J., and the Government- 
owned Picatinny Arsenal at Dover, N. J., 
not far from Kenvil, 
It produces only a 
very small amount of powder. 
Real fact is that powder plants are 
slow and cumbersome to build, requiring 
a series of buildings in which the powder 
is gradually dried. 
Two new plants are 
being rushed to completion by the W ar 
Department, but they Avill not be finished 
until next spring. 
One of these is near Charlestown, 
Indiana, and will be operated by the 
duPonts, though built by the Government 
at a cost of $25,000,000. 
The other will 
be at Radford, Va., and will be operated 
by the Hercules Powder Company, though 
built by the Government at the same price. 
How serious is the powder situation 
was illustrated by the fact that one day 
after the New Jersey explosion, the W ar 
Department issued “speed-up” letters to 
both duPont and Hercules, whereby they 
are ordered to increase powder production 
from 200,000 pounds a day to 300,000 
pounds a day in the Radford plant; and 
from 200,000 a day to 400,000 a day in 
the Charlestown, Ind., plant. 
This means 
that the plants will be bigger, but it does 
not mean they will be finished earlier. 
Day after the New Jersey explosion, 
also, the War Department sent a confi­ 
dential memo to tile White House on the 
seriousness of the powder situation. 
NOTE— German 
intelligence 
agents 
unquestionably knew the exact capacity of 
American powder factories, and how limit­ 
ed our present production was— namely 
20,000,000 pounds a year. 
They must 
have known also that the destruction of 
one factory would throw the United States 
off its preparedness schedule more than 
any other single incident.

R est Cure Best For Sciatica

• The pain of sciatica is over the 
back of the upper leg, the front 
of the foreleg and the upper sur­ 
face of the foot. The sciatic nerve 
itself emerges from the sacrum, 
runs deep in the sitting region and 
then down the leg, but a branch— 
the most painful branch— crosses 
over around the knee to the front 
and runs down the leg on the an­ 
terior aspect. There are lots of 
variations from this typical sci­ 
atic pain— sometimes it isn’t a 
pain but a dead feeling which is

curiously just as annoying as pain. 
This is likely to affect the sole of 
the foot. Cramping pains in the 
calf is another variation. 
Sometim es M ysterious 
In the course of its long journey 
from hip to foot, the sciatic nerve 
en co u n ters m any “ n eig h b o rs” 
which may irritate it and produce 
pain. 
It passes right over the 
sacroiliac joint and any disloca­ 
tion or arthritis of this region 
communicates itself to the nerve. 
Theoretically any focal infection 
will produce sciatic neuritis, but 
the great m ajority of sciatics are 
what the medical profession call, 
with a great show of apparent 
le a r n in g , “ id io p a th ic ,” which 
means in plain language that they 
are a disease by itself and nobody 
knows what the cause of it is. 
Pain being the principal symp­ 
tom, relief of pain is the only cri­ 
terion of cure. It’s all the patient 
cares about, anyway. 
The best treatm ent is some form 
of mechanical manipulation, or the 
application of light, heat or cold 


tients make themselves the dump­ 
ing ground for all known varieties 
of sedatives and anti-neuralgics, 
which manage to do little more 
than give temporary relief and up­ 
set the stomach. 
Rest the Best 
Rest, 
the 
greatest 
universal 
remedy for all things, is not used 
nearly as much in sciatica as it 
should be. 
Your sciatic patient 
will hobble downtown for a treat­ 
ment, walk to the drug store for a 
new' anodyne, arrange some chairs 
on the porch for him self so he will 
be comfortable— when all the time 
if he went to bed and lay down 
with some support for his leg and 
stayed there for three or four 
days, he probably would be on the 
way to recovery. If the leg cannot 
be held still enough with pillows to 
bolster it, a splint-like wooden 
trough used by orthopedic sur­ 
geons for fractured legs may be 
utilized. I know one patient who 
“treated” for sciatica for a year, 
until finally he got one of these 
contrivances, which cured him in 
a week. 
Another orthopedic device is to 
put traction on the leg by the use 
of one of those pulley devices also 
utilized by orthopedic surgeons for 
immobilizing broken legs. 
This 
pulls the nerve taut and keeps 
bony projections and tendons from 
rubbing on it and pressing it. 
These resting attitudes may be 
varied by m assage, short wave dia­ 
thermy and light treatm ent. Injec­ 
tion of the nerve by a novocain so­ 
lution is used. Novocain usually 
has a temporary action, but in this 
condition the relief is prolonged.
